Commitments “Weir 

Farm Credit Administration reports 
for th© third quarter of 1982 show 
“farmers and ranchers arc moeting 
their loan commitment* remarkably 
well in an adverse period, but credit 
quality statistics have weakened and 
some stress is evident in nil loan servic¬ 
ing categories," said FCA Governor 
Donald E. Wilkinson. 

After 0 years of continuous growth, 
loan volume shrank in August for the 
second month-to-month decline In 1982. 
Volume In the Banks for Cooperatives 
(BCs) accounted for much of the 
weakness, dropping at an annual rate of 
15% for the first 9 months of 1982. 
Volume at Production Credit Associa¬ 
tions (PC As) and Fedoral Land Banks 
grew more slowly than in 1981. 

Repayments and collections showed 
only moderate weakness, Wilkinson 
said. Land Banks were somewhat 
behind the same period In 1981, hut 
PCAs improved slightly and BC collec¬ 
tions and repayments were stronger.

Bill Aimed at 
Horse Thieves 

Austin — Senator Ted Lyon, 
D-Rockwall, says that the number of 
horses stolen in Texas has been on the 
rise for the past few years and that he 
'ms introduced legislation that will help 
solve the problem. 

"One of the reasons we’ve had so 
many horses stolen recently is because 
of the growing demand for horse meat 
overseas and in the United States," 
Lyon said. 

There are currently four processing 
plants In Texas that slaughter horses. 

‘The processors slaughter the horses 
upon receipt, dispose of the remains Im¬ 
mediately and then ship the meat to 
markets throughout the world," Lyon 
said. 

Presently, there are no inspectors at 
the slaughter plants to check for stolen 
horses. Subseguontly, a horse can be 


stolen during the night and then sold 
for slaughter the next morning. 

“With such a quick operation the 
horse owner has virtually no chance of 
recovering the animal ailve," Lyon said. 
"It Is possible that a registered animal 
worth several thousand dollars might 
end up as processed meat." 

An unsuccessful bill was introduced 
in the last session of the legislature that 
would have provided for a 72-hour 
holding period at the slaughter plant. 
This would allow time for law enforce¬ 
ment officers and horse owners to in¬ 
spect the animals. 

The slaughterors argued that they 
did not have the space available to hold 
(he horses for (hat period of time. 

“The Horso Protection Act that I 
have introduced calls for the Toxas 
Animal Health Commission to 
authorize the Southwest Cattle Raisers 
Association to station uniformed in¬ 
spectors at the four slaughterhouses for 
tne purpose of inspecting all horses to 
be slaughtered." Lyon Bald. 

The inspectors will collect a small fee 
from the deliverer of the horses and 
will primarily be concerned with identi¬ 
fying stolen animals. 

They will also keep detailed recorda 
of descriptions of the horses, identifica¬

1“ Purina researchers ami nutritionists ex¬ 
plain the importance of a ration balanc¬ 
ed for minerals, protein and vitamin A, 
and containing enough energy to main¬ 
tain health nnd disease resistance in 
stressed calves. 

"These explanations made me realize 
more fully that our home grown rations 
cannot compete with that these resear¬ 
chers were aide to put into a complete 
feed,” McLean said. It was then decided 
to try Preconditioning Receiving Chow, 
a pelleted complete commercial ration, 
feeding it free choice to his culves for 
the first three weeks after weaning. 
“Because of its payability, the calves 
- really went after it. And because its 
pelleted, calves couldn't do any sorting." 

■ Results, he added, were impressive. 

“We only had one calf get sick in the 
first seven weeks after weaning. We 
treated it, and the calf recovered com¬ 
pletely.” be reported.

One major step has now been taken 
with the first ever Brangus Perfor¬ 
mance Tested Bull Sale held February 
14. The results of these bulls In this sale 
waa very promising. The bulls that were 
on a ration designed for a gain of 2.6 
pounds per day averaged well over this 
amount. This first ever Bale averaged 
$1445 which indicates that it was very 
well received by the commercial men.
